A Man WHO Disturbed Hia Peace of 
tli« I'eojile of tlie State. 


Miehail Raney was arrested in Ala- 


meda a few days ago for disturbing the 
peace.

charge, and was sentenced to pay a 
fine of 
$30, or ill default thereof 
to be imprisoned in the County Jail for 
thirtv days. 
Not having the ready 
money, he took the thirty days in jail. 
T - e Justice in bis commitment says 
that Raney "did disturb the peace ot 
the people of the State of California.-' 
Geori'c W. Silver, the Alameda attor- 
nev.aays that this is not good law. He 
does not think that his client, is guilty 
of such a crime as "disturbing the 
peace of the people of the State of Cali- 
fornia.'' That is the reason that George 
AVashington Silver swore outairnt of 
habeas corpus before Judge lulsworlh 
this morning, alleging that 
Raney 


•is illegally restrained of his liberty. 
In 
his complaint he alleges that the com- 
plaint against Raney reads as follows: 
"That said Michael'Saney did disturb 
tbe peace of the people of the State of 
California by appearing on tbe public 
sireets of the city of Alameda in the 
township of AUtueda drunk, and be- 
came boisterous and threatening and 
acting in an offensive manner."

The ratification of the new chirter 


by the Legislature promises to be 
consummated within tho next two 
weeks. 
The sectional opposition 


which haa very recently showed it- 
self will be unavailing, for the sim- 
ple reason, if none other were avail- 
able, that it is hopelessly in tha 
minority, as demonstrated »t the 
polls on election day, and it is against 
the principles of oaf republican in- 
stitutions that minorities shall rule. 
This opposition is made up entirely 
of those who voted against, the new 
charter on election day, so that there 
is nothing new or dangerous in it. 
The easy prospect, therefore, of the 
new charter becoming law directs 
the attention of those specialty in- 
terested in such matters to the time 
and method of calling and holding 
elections under it. The Political Code 
is silent on the subject of calling 
municipal elections. It provides for 
the calling of general and special 
Stato elections by the Governor and 
it sets forth the mode of procedure 
for Boards of Sutarvisor* to follow. 
The article on elections in the new 
charter declares that "the provisions 
of title 1, part 3, of th? Political 
Code relating to elections, and ail 
laws amendatory thereof and supple- 
mental thereto, and all rights, duties, 
liabilities, and restrictions Arising 
thereunder, not inconsistent with the 
provisions of this charter, are hereby 
so far as tho same caa be applied 
made applicable to all municipa 
elections.-'-' Those provisions relate 
lo the ballots, officers of elections 
polling places, etc., nt an election 
It is, also, silent 
on 
tho 
timi, 


that 
shall 
ensue 
between 
the 


proclamation

and the election itself. The Codi 
requires the 
Governor in the casi 


of a general Slate election to issue 
his proclamation thirty (lays befw 
tho time of holding the same, au< 
Boards of Supervisors are required ti 
publish tlie same Len days before liio 
day of election. Xn cases of spacia 
elections, for the election of unex 
p:red terms of Stale representatives 
the Governor's proclamation 
inns 


issue ten days before election, bu 
the Boards of Supervisors are not re 
quired to publish the same more than 
live days. The new charter simply 
says that "general municipal elec- 
tionfi shall be held hieimi.illy o;i the 
second Monday in March, commeuc- 
ing',with the second Monday in -March 
next after the uuoption of this char- 
ter." 
Under the old charter all elec- 


tion prodiunations have boon pub- 
ished by order of the Council ten 
days before the election. 


The new charter, when ratified by 


tlie Legislature, becomes tlie law of 
the city. It is superior to the statutes 
where such may happen to ba incon- 
sistent with it. 
How- and when then 


shall the first election lie held, and 
what notice is necessary for holding 
it legally? is tlie question disturli- 
iug'the minds ot some of the ofllco- 
holding element. 


The power '.'or putting the machin- 


ery of the first election in motion is 
vested absolutely in thu present City 
Council. The last section in the new 
charter states that "the City Coun- 
cil of the present city of Oakland 
shall provide for the holding ot the 
first election of ol'.iccrs under this 
charter and shall canvass thevotjs 
and' declare 
the 
reniilt."

the possibility of a briefer period en- 
suing between the adoption of the 
instrument and the day regularly es- 
t.ablishyil for the holding ot general 
elections than has heretofore been 
employed in the publication of the 
election proclamations. To meet this 
contingency they, therefore, inserted 
the imperative clause in tho section 
fixing the day of tlieso biennial gen-

charter," without

disposal to bring the matter to tin- 
notice of the. people. That procla- 
mation would naturally enough be a. 
confiri«8fion oi whatever was em- 
braced in the proclamation which 
would have been previously issued 
under the old charter, in the old way, 
that was not in conflict or inconsist- 
ent 
with tlie requirements of tho 


new law. Such a contingency 
as 


that described is not 
likely 
t > 


occur. It would, of course, be full cf 
complications and 
embarassments. 


Everj- effort will be made, no doubt, 
to avoid it. It is reasonable to believe 
that the Legislature will not delav 
ratification to any such late date. The 
earlier it disposes of the matter the 
greater the relief it will afford to ev- 
ery one concerned in the call of the 
first election.

Dr. Woolsey Congratulates His 


Associates. 


SilVtrnon Heights Peopli Fall Undor 


tt» Displeasing of the Board 


of Health. 


The TJoard oE Health held its regular 


monthly session las> evening. It is 
only three weeks sinre the December 
meeting was held. A', that tin e a res- 
olution was adopted by the board, reit- 
erating to the City Council its i revious 
representations to thit body c .incern- 
log the sanitary needs of the city, and 
submitting n sanitary map tor the 
Oouccil's adoption. 
Che communica- 
tion of the Secretary of the Board 
of Health embodying this resolution 
Utos read at the last meeting of i lie City 
Council and was tiled without uny fur- 
ther comment than such as \va:: briefly 
made by Councilman Wilson, the sub- 
stance of which, while not part oulurly 
.eiSiupIimentary to tho Board of Health, 
renewed the plea of "lick o£ funds" to 
carry out the sanitary plans recom- 
mended. The presumption was a lair 
one that the old conflict betwie i these 
two branches o! the municipal ;overn- 
raent would be to soma degree levived, 
and that a retort would emaiiaie from 
the Board o£ Health at last night's 
meeting. The retort came, b it- with 
moie dignity and courtesy tba:i bitter- 
ness and invective. 


There were presen . at the nincting 
Health Oilicer Crowlny, preui iiog in 
the absence of the Mi.yor, Drs. Wool- 
sey, t-outhavd, and Atlinus, S.initury 
and Plumbing Inspector Snook, anil 
Secretary "W. 1'. Lambert. 
T IB first 
business after reading the mil utes o£ 
the preceeding meeting was he pre- 
sentation of the follo'vtni; communica- 
tion : 


"The unclersisneil v.'ould resnoctfnliy 


suggest to the Hoard uf Health ilie im- 
portance of so ainenuing the law for 
protecting the lives and health o£ cit- 
izens, that after due rotice given to the 
.proprietors, if nuisances are no abated 
within a given time it shall be >!o;ie by 
the authorities nnd cl argecl against the 
property, since it >oems. as the law 
iiow stands, fullering tenants ire now 
liable to arrest 
and imprisi nmont, 


which would bs both mjust nr. 1 t-rutl. 
Signed by if. A. Arm strong an 1 G. W. 
1'rick." 


The responsihir.ties of tenants ami 
owners of property and the p-.wer of 
changing the liiw so as to relie ,'e ten- 
ants from responsibility for 111 isances 
which it was clearly the duty of owners 
to abate, were point* raised 
!»v the 


communication and 
iriefiy di-cussed, 


resulting in a rt'fere.ice to the1 City 
Attorney as the ('.cetors soon j o t into 
deep water and distress in t i e legnl 
pool. 


The regular month y report of the 


.Sanitary inspector u:.d the Secretary 
was read as follows: 


"We have to report that dur :ig the 
luonth there h»ve but' iniado ne irlv 50) 
inspections. This unhides a partial 
systematic in^pectio.n of Grove stryet. 
As inspections have been mo.le they 
have been recorded in the .'aniury 
record, excepting sucii inspect uus us 
were made before Dei. 3tnber 1: th and 
sir.ce January 1st, Taose inspections 
made since January will be reci :-<led in 
the new book of sanitation, now in the 
printer's hands. 


"T.venty-fifth street, between Grove 


and Telegropb avenue, and Xcv I'.rtad- 
way, between Prospect avenue ,;nd the 
c ty limits, have be™ placarded 100 
Jiet apart, as directed by t..e bo ird.

However, the discussion ended with 
the adoption of the fallowing resolution 
offered by l)r. Wooltey, who- held tmit 
the residents of the heights cculd not 
plead poverty in extenuation and a.j an 
excuse for an extension of time to com- 
ply with the demands of the Board: 


"That the inhabitants of the n< wly 
annexed territory be given the u.mal 
ten days' notice to comply with the 
law in regard to the disposal of tlieir 
sewage, and if not complying in ;;aid 
time that they be immediately 
ar- 


rested." 
Dr. Southard—Is this the newly an- 


nexed district? 
Era. Crowley and Woolsey—Yes. 
Secretary Lambert—If arrested they 


will plead not guilty, and they will con- 
test the Jurisdiction of the board. 
^Dr. Woolsey—That's right. That'll 
hr.ng up the whole question of thit le- 
gality of the act of annexation. 


Secretary Lambert—Wei!, who's go- 


ing to appear for tlie city ?

The doctor continued by saying .hat 


in all other parts of the city a!! or nearly 
all were complying with the sanitary 
laws. To place the city in goodsani:.ary 
condition it was necessary to proceed 
by wholesale, taking each district in its 
turn, not by ordering a sewnr here -it a 
cesspool there in piecemeal. He did 
cot believe in scattering the effort 
to 


imnrove the city's sanitary condition. 
Moreover, as he had suggested, the 
city's authority over the annexed ter- 
ritory could he determined should any 
inhabitant of it be arrested and seel: to 
defend him."elf in the courts by ploict- 
inp lack of jurisdiction. 


The board recommended the <"Hty 


Council to place a hydrant on Magnolia 
street for tbe flushing of the sewer in 
that thoroughfare. 


Health Officer Crowley then read his 


statistical report for the month of De- 
cember, which was also a review of the 
mortuary statistics of the past y»ar. 
There were sixty-two deaths in U;c-!m- 
bcr, making a rate per thousand of 
14.18. Jt compared favorably wil-h the 
death rate in any year since 1SS1. 
There were only two deaths froM diph- 
theria, showing a decline in that dis- 
ease. In his review of the dra'Ju of 
1SKN the Health Olficer reported 
the 


total number of deaths Siil, c'rtsailied 
as follows: Zymotic, 1H2; constitu- 
tional, lj!>; iocal, 111; circulatory. 07; 
respiratory, W; digestive, (i:>; urinary, 
dUea-ses, .'.W; developmental, 10; ola 
age, 23; violence, 40; 20 of which v.-e.-e 
due to railroad accidents. There were 
twenty deaths from premature birth 
and thirty-Mx stillborn not included in 
the death rate. Thu births for the vear 
have been reported to the number of 
TiiO.

Having thus deposed at tbo routine 


work ot the board, Dr. Crowley intro- 
duced tbe subject of tlie board'.s s IID- 
gestions to the City Council. He :;aid 
nothing had been done relative to c j'ji- 
plyhig with the wishes of the board. 
without naming Councilman Wilson, 
he 
delicately referred to him as a 


gentleman whom ho knew to be OFLrnc^t 
and will meaning, desirous of iei ing 
the cily prosper, and n pleasant i;or.- 
tleman to meet socially. He had -.aid 
some severe things, but he really did 
not believe he meant to say them. He 
certainly did not believe tliat he meant 
to say what he did say.

after great exertions by the local Hoard 
of Health, assisted by an aroused rub- 
He sentiment an 1 the aid of the press, 
necessary reforms were carried out. 
The same cry of lack of funds had 1 eon 
r.iade there by those who held tlie 
purse strings. 
But the cost of the im- 


provements miule was made up m inv 
times over by the increased value o'f 
taxable property which had been -en- 
dered habitable by the perfected : an- 
itatiou. 


Suppose that Councilmen say we are 
sick of thisheal'h business, Uiis con- 
stant demand for improved sanitation, 
that should not deter the Boar 1 of 
Henliu from doing its duty. Befort v.--3 
can invite strangers to live in this :ity 
we must be able to show a. clean bi 1 of 
health.
